Japan has suspended its an¬ 
nual whale hunt in the Antarc¬ 
tic for now after a hardline 
anti-whaling group gave chase 
to its mother ship and it may 
call the fleet back home, a gov¬ 
ernment official said.

Shepherd Conservation Soci¬ 
ety to interrupt hunts have 
caused irritation in Japan, one 
of only three countries that 
now hunt whales and where 
the government says it is an 
important cultural tradition 


Leftist rebels free two hostages in Colombia 


CALI, Colombia (AFP) - 
Leftist rebels yesterday re¬ 
leased two hostages they had 
promised to free, the Interna¬ 
tional Committee of the Red 
Cross said. 

’’The ICRC confirms the 
release of major (Guillermo) 
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Solorzano and corporal 
(Salin) Sanmiguel,” a spokes¬ 
woman for the international 
humanitarian group said at 
the airport in Cali, 500 kilo¬ 
meters (311 miles) southwest 
of the capital, where they ar¬ 
rived moments after her state¬ 
ment was made. 

The men were expected to 
have been freed on Sunday. 
However false release coordi¬ 
nates were received by the 
mission picking them up, ac¬ 


cording to the government, and 
the operation was pushed back. 

Sanmiguel, kidnapped in 
May 2008 when he was 25, 
was reunited with his wife 
and daughter. Solorzano, 34, 
was taken in June 2007, and 
was expected to return to his 
family in Bogota. 

The FARC hopes to swap 
the 16 other police and sol¬ 
diers they hold for jailed 
guerrillas, but the Colombian 
government has refused.

NEW YORK CITY (AFP)-A 
teenaged Somali pirate cap¬ 
tured in a dramatic high seas 
operation was sentenced by a 
US court yesterday to nearly 
34 years in prison, despite de¬ 
fense pleas for leniency due to 
his young age. 

Federal Judge Loretta 
Preska in New York said the 
sentence of 33 years, nine 
months for Abduwali Ab- 
dukhadir Muse would serve as 
’’general deterrence in this kind 
of crime.” 

Muse was captured in 2009 
at the scene of a dramatic clash 
between the US navy and So¬ 
mali pirates holding hostage a 
US merchant captain, who was 
eventually rescued. 

Prosecutors and the judge 
described Muse as a hardened 
pirate leader who displayed a 
cruel streak when he pretended 
to shoot the US captain of the 
Maersk Alabama cargo ship. 

Preska highlighted ’’the ex¬ 
treme level of sadism and vio¬ 
lence that MR Muse and his 
men employed.” 

After the sentencing, FBI 
assistant director-in-charge 
Janice Fedarcyk said: ’’The 


US suspects Hezbollah presence in Chile 


SANTIAGO, Chile (AFP) - 
Leaked US embassy cables 
made public here report US 
suspicions that Hezbollah 
raised funds and maintained 
contacts among the Chile’s 
small community of Islamic 
fundamentalists. 

An unclassified embassy 
cable dated February 27, 2006, 
and released Tuesday by Wiki¬ 
Leaks, said a ’’radical funda¬ 
mentalist presence” was cen¬ 
tered in the northern city of 
Iquique, and to a lesser degree 
in Santiago. 

’’These fundamentalists 
who are known to be associ¬ 
ated with Hezbollah are in¬ 
creasing their presence and 
activity in Chile,” the cable 
said, adding the intelligence on 


them was insufficient to gauge 
their true intentions. 

’’There is substantial infor¬ 
mation that indicates that sig¬ 
nificant financial fund-raising 
for Hezbollah is taking place in 
northern Chile within the Mus¬ 
lim community,” it said. 

However, the cable went on 
to say that no hostile activity 
had been detected originating 
from either the Islamic Center 
in Santiago, nor from a Sunni 
mosque. ’’The Hezbollah 
groups in the northern part of 
Chile are believed to be finan¬ 
cial cells,” it said. 

Periodically, there also have 
been unsubstantiated reports of 
plans for a terrorist attack in 
the region, "but nothing defi¬ 
nite,” the cable said. 


The cable, which took the 
form of a questionnaire on the 
security environment in Chile, 
provided no details of the al¬ 
leged Hezbollah financing. 

In another cable dated Au¬ 
gust 10, 2005, US ambassador 
Craig Kelly asserted the funda¬ 
mentalists based in Iquique 
were known to have connec¬ 
tions with Islamic organiza¬ 
tions in the so-called 
Tri-Border Area of Argentina, 
Brazil and Paraguay. 

He said intelligence infor¬ 
mation indicated they help col¬ 
lect funds for Islamic charities 
and possibly other groups, ac¬ 
cording to the cable, which 
was made public by the 
Chilean Center for Journalistic 
Investigation and Information.

stiff sentence handed down 
today sends a clear message to 
others who would interfere 
with American vessels or do 
harm to Americans on the high 
seas: Whatever seas you ply, 
you are not beyond the reach 
of American justice.” 

But calling for the mini¬ 
mum sentence of 27 years, 
Muse’s defense said that he 
was the youthful victim of life 
in a poverty stricken, chaotic 
country and had little choice in 
his line of work. 

Muse’s lawyers have argued 
he was only in his mid-teens at 
the time of the crime. How¬ 
ever, a judge ruled that there 
was sufficient evidence of 
Muse being at least 18 and that 
he could be tried as an adult. 

In court, Maersk Alabama 
crew member Collin Wright 
described Muse as the leader 
and said it had been ”a very 
scary experience.” Wright 
called for ’’the heaviest sen¬ 
tence possible.” 

Despite efforts by navies 
from around the globe to patrol 
the seas of Somalia — a crucial 
approach route for ships com¬ 
ing to and from the Suez Canal 
— piracy remains rampant in 
the Gulf of Aden and Indian 
Ocean. 

Just last weekend, Somali 
pirates are believed to have 
captured a large cargo vessel 
off Oman, with 13 Iranian and 
10 Indian crew on board, Eu¬ 
ropean Union naval forces 
said.

advice for women PART II 


Last edition, we discussed the 
problem of getting dumped by 
a man.

A pattern of 
this type of abuse very often 
back fires when the man de¬ 
cides to look elsewhere for 
more respect and kinder treat¬ 
ment, for a woman who can 
and will accept his tenderness 
and love. So, we can’t just 
bash men and label them as the 
only culprit in this situation. 
Nonetheless, for our purposes, 
we are focusing in on a man 
leaving, in these articles. 

We noted in last article that 
one of the things a women 
needs to do when a man leaves 
is to cut all ties and avoid all 
contact with him. Decide that 
it is over and seek to begin 
again. Today, I am sharing a 
second principle I share with 
my clients who present with 
this situation. A second impor¬ 
tant mistake you should not

Second: Thinking you’re 
unlovable, or a failure at love! 

How many times have you 
wondered if the reason you 
can’t find a good man to want 
to have a real, devoted and 
honest relationship with you is 
because there ‘s something 
wrong with YOU? You wonder 
if you're just a failure at love, 
or if maybe you're not attrac¬ 
tive enough or if maybe you're 
undesirable. That kind of 
thinking is from the devil. You 
must not make this mistake, 
ever. Your man walking out on 
you had nothing to do with you 
not being loveable or being a 
failure at love. If you were 
loveable enough for him to be 
in love with you in the first 
place, if you were attractive 
enough to have gotten his at¬ 
tention back then when you 
started out, none of those 
things changed. You still are 
attractive today, you are still 
loveable today, and you are no 
failure just because the rela¬ 
tionship went sour. Howbeit, 
there may be areas in your dis¬ 
position or deportment that 
you may have been neglecting 
or behaving. You may have let 
your appearance slip, like no 
more make-up, no nice 
hairdo’s, sloppy dressing, etc., 
which could contribute to him 
not being proud of you as he 
was when you took better care 
of yourself. And, if you be¬ 
came a nagger, overly critical, 
contentious and argumenta¬ 
tive, that could turn off any 
good man after a while. 

For this reason, it is good to 
talk to a psychologist or other 
wise counselor who can see 
you in a way you can’t or 
wouldn’t see yourself, and 


guide you through potential 
personal changes you may 
have to make. You should see 
your breakup as a way for you 
to learn what you need to learn 
about who you are and what 
you need in order to be happy. 

Feeling like you're unlov¬ 
able or a failure is a disservice 
to yourself. It's creating pat¬ 
terns of thinking that make you 
even less confident and even 
needier in the future. You need 
to stop that right now! 

It's better to feel gratitude 
and even relief that you were 
shown a way of being in a re¬ 
lationship that just doesn't 
work for you. 

You'll know what kind of 
situation or man to watch out 
for next time. You'll know 
what you need to say and do 
when you get into a relation¬ 
ship with a new man so you 
don’t go through another break 
up again. 

You will learn to be a wiser, 
stronger woman who knows 
her boundaries and who knows 
what she will or won't tolerate. 
You need to use your current 
painful experience to teach you 
what real love is with a good 
man who will commit to you 
forever. Always remember that 
no man can ever love you and 
care for you more than God 
who made you. Trust Him to 
see you through this painful 
experience.

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Smartphones new El Dorado for 
computer criminals' 


BARCELONA (AFP) - 
Smartphones are the new El 
Dorado for computer crimi¬ 
nals and many owners are un¬ 
aware of the risk or what to 
do about it, security experts 
warn. 

As sales of smartphones 
and tablets have started to 
outpace those of personal 
computers, criminals are in¬ 
creasingly targeting the de¬ 
vices, security companies 
say. 

It is a menace for both 
consumers and businesses 
because many people use 
their smartphones or tablets 
to access corporate networks 
without authorisation. 

’’This is something which 
is self-evident in the world of 


PCs,” Intel president and 
chief executive Paul Otellini 
said at the mobile industry's 
annual congress in 

Barcelona. 

"We all do something to 
protect our computers and 
personal information from 
hackers,” he said. "In mobile 
computing we need this as 
well.” 

Mobile devices increas¬ 
ingly hold personal and fi¬ 
nancial information, he 
warned. ”1 believe, I contend 
that security is one of the 
most important features,” the 
Intel boss said. 

A study for major anti¬ 
virus software maker AVG 
found that six percent of US 
smartphone owners' devices 


had been infected with mal¬ 
ware that was surreptitiously 
sending out their credit card 
details. 

"The things that people 
need to be protected from on 
PCs they now need to be pro¬ 
tected from when using their 
smartphones,” said Stephen 
Simpson, consumer products 
chief at AVG. 

There are already some 
1,000 different pieces of mal¬ 
ware circulating that target 
smartphones, according to 
Kaspersky Lab, a leading 
computer security firm. 

Smartphones are an attrac¬ 
tive target for criminals as 
"there is a lot of money in¬ 
volved, it is an easy job and it 
is low risk,” said the firm's 
founder, Eugene Kaspersky.

Russia to export 2.5 tonnes of 
caviar to EU: watchdog 



MOSCOW (AFP) - Russia 
expects to export at least 2.5 
tonnes of sturgeon caviar to 
the European Union this year 
after lifting a nine-year ban 
on such sales, the fisheries 
watchdog said Wednesday. 

The world's second-largest 
official producer of caviar 
after Iran said earlier this 
month that it would resume 
EU sales of black caviar from 
farmed fish, sending a 150- 
kilogramme (330-pound) test 
shipment to Europe. 


Russia banned the 
harvest of sturgeon 
caviar in 2006 to help 
fight overfishing.

The head of the Fed¬ 
eral Fisheries Agency 
said Wednesday that 
Russia expected to send 
2.5 tonnes "or more” of 
the premium delicacy 
to Europe this year, the RIA 
Novosti news agency re¬ 
ported. 

The report provided no ex¬ 
port figures to other coun¬ 
tries. 

In 2010, Russia and three 
other former Soviet republics 
set quotas allowing for the 
export of three tonnes of stur¬ 
geon caviar between them. 

The decision was reached 
to help fight poachers, who 
were flooding the black market 
with illegally-produced caviar.

"This is just a precaution, 
it's not something we are 
overly concerned about. But 
we do feel a team manager's 
phone should be used for op¬ 
erational purposes only dur¬ 
ing matches. 

"This applies to all teams 
and this decision has not been 
taken in response to anything 
the Australia team manager 
has said or done previously.” 

Players and officials will 
though still be allowed to 
post Twitter messages when 
their sides are not playing 
matches.

Computer crushes human 
'Jeopardy ! 1 champs 


CHICAGO (AFP) - An IBM 
computer crushed two human 
champions in the second 
round of a man vs. machine 
showdown on the popular US 
television game show "Jeop¬ 
ardy!” 

Most of the banter and 
gentle humor that usually 
pepper the popular quiz show 
was gone as the supercom¬ 
puter dominated the game by 
beating his human opponents 
to the buzzer again and again. 

Ken Jennings — who holds 
the "Jeopardy!” record of 74 
straight wins — shook his 
buzzer in silent frustration as 
the computer's artificial voice 
answered the first dozen chal¬ 
lenges without pause, getting 
all but one right. 

"Watson” - named after 
Thomas Watson, the founder 
of the US technology giant — 
receives the clues electroni¬ 
cally by text message at the 
same time as they are re¬ 
vealed to the human contest¬ 
ants. 

Watson, which is not con¬ 
nected to the Internet, plays 
the game by crunching 
through multiple algorithms 
at dizzying speed and attach¬ 
ing a percentage score to 
what it believes is the correct 


response. 

It beat Jennings and Brad 
Rutter — who won a record 
$3.25 million on the show — 
to the buzzer on 24 of 30 
questions. 

Five-time "Jeopardy! ” 
champion Jeffrey Spoeri sym¬ 
pathized with Jennings and 
Rutter, and said the computer's 
speed to the buzzer seemed 
like an unfair advantage. 

”1 gotta root for the hu¬ 
mans,” said Spoeri, who won 
105,000 dollars on the show 
in November 2006. 

But he was deeply im¬ 
pressed with the computer's 
skills. 

"The actual game play 
was just amazing, that it 
would know the answers and 
discern which one is the cor¬ 
rect one,” Spoeri told AFP 
after viewing the first show. 

"It's a terrific experiment.” 

Watson, which has been 
under development at IBM 
Research labs in New York 
since 2006, is the latest ma¬ 
chine developed by IBM to 
challenge mankind. 

In 1997, an IBM computer 
named "Deep Blue” defeated 
world chess champion Garry 
Kasparov in a six-game 
match.

Honey 

Background 

Honey is a sweet, viscid 
fluid produced by honeybees ( 
Apis melliflera) from the nec¬ 
tar of flowers. It is generally 
recognized as safe (GRAS), 
but there have been numerous 
reports of certain types of 
honey produced from the nec¬ 
tar of flowering plants from the 
genus Rhododendron and oth¬ 
ers that have toxic effects in 
humans and in animals. 

Honey is easily absorbed 
and utilized by the body. It 
contains about 70-80% sugar; 
the rest is water, minerals, and 
traces of protein, acids, and 
other substances. Honey has 
been used by ancient Egyp¬ 
tians, Assyrians, Chinese, Ro¬ 
mans, and Greeks as a 
medicinal remedy for the man¬ 
agement of wounds, skin ail¬ 
ments, and various 
gastrointestinal diseases. 

Honey’s therapeutic impor¬ 
tance as a known antibacterial 
agent has been recognized 
since 1892. Modern research 
has been conducted on the role 
of honey in chronic wound 
management and other indica¬ 
tions. However, high quality 



studies are lacking, and further 
research is warranted to estab¬ 
lish the therapeutic effect of 
honey in any indication. 

Evidence 

These uses have been tested in 
humans or animals. Safety and 
effectiveness have not always 
been proven. Some of these 
conditions are potentially seri¬ 
ous, and should be evaluated 
by a qualified healthcare 
provider. 

Burns 

Early evidence suggests that 
honey may reduce burn-heal¬ 
ing time. Additional study is 
needed to make a firm recom¬ 
mendation. 

Dermatitis (dandruff) 

The evidence supporting the 
use of honey in the treatment 


of dermatitis and dandruff is 
limited. Further investigation 
is needed to make a firm rec¬ 
ommendation. 

Diabetes mellitus type 2 
Early evidence suggests that 
honey may help lower blood 
sugar levels in diabetic pa¬ 
tients. Additional study is war¬ 
ranted in this area. 

Fournier’s gangrene 
Currently, there is insufficient 
available evidence for the use 
of honey in the treatment of 
Fournier's gangrene. Addi¬ 
tional study is needed. 

Gastroenteritis (infantile) 
Currently, there is insufficient 
human evidence to recom¬ 
mend honey for the treatment 
of infantile gastroenteritis. 
Herpes 

Preliminary study found honey 
effective in treating labial but 
not genital herpes. More re¬ 
search is needed in this area to 
draw a firm conclusion. 

Hypercholesterolemia 
(high cholesterol) 

In general, the evidence sup¬ 
porting the use of honey to 
treat high cholesterol is weak. 
Additional study is needed to 
make a firm recommendation. 

Hypertension (high blood 
pressure) 

Currently, there is preliminary 


evidence that suggests benefit 
in the use of honey in the treat¬ 
ment of high blood pressure. 
Additional study is needed to 
make a firm recommendation. 

Leg ulcers 

Honey dressings have been 
used on leg ulcers with no ap¬ 
parent clinical benefit. Addi¬ 
tional study is needed to make 
a firm recommendation. 

Plaque / gingivitis 
Currently there is limited study 
showing a small benefit in the 
use of honey in the treatment 
of gingival plaque and gingivi¬ 
tis. Further study is needed. 

Radiation mucositis 
Currently, there is insufficient 
available evidence to recom¬ 
mend for or against the use of 
honey for radiation mucositis. 

Rhinoconjunctivitis 
Currently there is insufficient 
human evidence to recom¬ 
mend honey for the treatment 
of rhinoconjunctivitis. Early 
study suggests no benefit. 

Skin graft healing (split thick¬ 
ness) 

Currently there is insufficient 
human evidence to recom¬ 
mend honey for the treatment 
of split-thickness skin graft. 

Wound healing 
The primary studied use of 
honey is for wound manage¬ 


ment, particularly in promot¬ 
ing rapid wound healing, de¬ 
odorizing, and debriding 
necrotic tissue. The types of 
wounds studied are varied; 
most are non-healing wounds 
such as chronic ulcers, postop¬ 
erative wounds and bums. Al¬ 
though honey has apparent 
antibacterial effects, more 
human study is needed in this 
area. 

Pregnancy & Breastfeeding 

There are some concerns 
regarding the use of honey in 
pregnant and breastfeeding 
women. Potentially harmful 
contaminants such as C. botu- 
linum and grayanotoxins can 
be found in some types of 
honey and may be harmful to 
pregnant or breastfeeding 
woman and to the growing 
fetus.

Taiwan battles to stabilise rice prices: 

TAIPEI (AFP) - Taiwanese authorities plan to inject tens of 
thousands of rice into the market next month in a bid to sta¬ 
bilise domestic prices, officials said. 

The move came as World Bank president Robert Zoellick 
warned food prices rose by 15 percent between October and 
January, pushing 44 million people into poverty in developing 
countries since June last year. 

To help reduce the cost of local livestock and poultry, the 
Council of Labour Affairs said that up to 65,000 tonnes of 
rice would be released from its inventory for sale to local ani¬ 
mal farmers in March. 


Japan, India sign free trade pact: 

TOKYO (AFP) - Japan and India signed a free trade pact, 
under which the high-tech nation and the South Asian giant 
pledged to scrap tariffs on 94 percent of goods within a 
decade. 

Japan’s Foreign Minister Seiji Maehara and Indian Commerce 
Minister Anand Sharma signed the deal in Tokyo, hoping it 
will boost two-way trade which totalled 900 billion yen 
($10.7 billion) in 2009 — less than one percent of Japan's total 
foreign trade. 

Japan is seeking more free trade partnerships in the region as 
it looks to catch up with export rival South Korea, and after 
China overtook it as the world's second-largest economy in 
2010. 


Merkel names aide Weidmann to head Bundes¬ 
bank: 

BERLIN (AFP) - Chancellor Angela Merkel chose Jens Wei¬ 
dmann, a close aide, to head Germany's powerful central 
bank, a move analysts took to mean she has given up on hav¬ 
ing a German lead the European Central Bank. 

The appointment of Weidmann, 42, followed the surprise res¬ 
ignation of Axel Weber last week and sparked concerns in 
some quarters that the jealously guarded independence of the 
Bundesbank might be undermined. 

Weidmann will take up his new position on May 1, Merkel 
said, also appointing Sabine Lautenschlaeger-Peiter as vice- 
president of the institution. 

US book chain Borders files for bankruptcy: 

WASHINGTON (AFP) - US bookstore chain Borders an¬ 
nounced that it has filed for bankruptcy protection from its 
creditors so that it can reorganize and re-emerge as "a 
stronger and more vibrant book seller." 

In recent years, Borders has lost millions of dollars, in an in¬ 
dustry in major transition from print to digital products. 

In July, Borders launched an online electronic book store to 
challenge Amazon, Apple and Barnes & Noble in the fast¬ 
growing market for digital books — companies that the Ann 
Arbor, Michigan based chain is seen as having badly trailed 
in the rapidly changing book market.

Rising food demand could drive inflation: 
ECB chief

FRANKFUR, Germany 
(AFP) - European Central 
Bank head Jean-Claude 
Trichet said that food prices 
could keep rising due to in¬ 
creasing demand from 
emerging countries and sug¬ 
gested a global effort to raise 
production in Africa. 

Changing consumption 
patterns in large emerging 
countries have fuelled food 
prices and "it is quite possible 
that this will continue for a 
while longer," Trichet told the 
German weekly Die Zeit in 
an interview. 

"At the same time, there 
are huge expanses of land in 
Africa which could be used

for agricultural pur¬ 
poses," Trichet added. 
"We need to provide 
the right incentives for 
African farmers in this 
respect." 

He called the situa¬ 
tion "an important 
global issue which 
should be taken up by 
bodies such as the 
G20" group of devel¬ 
oped and emerging 
economies. 

Higher prices 
would not force the 
ECB to raise interest 
rates but the bank would 
focus on avoiding "second- 
round effects" whereby high 
oil and food prices are trans¬ 
formed into generalised infla¬ 
tion. 

It would watch in particu¬ 
lar for signs of "a wage-price 
spiral," Trichet said. 

Countries where economic 
activity is pushing inflation to 
levels that have begun to ring 
alarms, as is the case in Ger¬ 
many, should adopt "more re¬ 
strictive" policies "to avoid 
the economy overheating or 
speculation getting out of 
control," Trichet said. 

He noted that "Germany 
has also succeeded remark¬ 


ably well in regaining its 
competitiveness over the last 
10 years (and was) ... now 
reaping the rewards of its pa¬ 
tient efforts." 

But the ECB president 
cautioned that German output 
had not yet returned to levels 
seen before the global finan¬ 
cial and economic crises. 

Trichet downplayed no¬ 
tions that some Germans 
were becoming more scepti¬ 
cal of the 17-nation eurozone 
because they might have to 
provide substantial financial 
support for weaker members 
in the coming years. 

"Deep down, everybody is 
aware of the importance of 
our historic project," he said. 

Trichet spoke a few days 
after German central bank 
president Axel Weber de¬ 
cided not to seek another 
term, effectively ruling him 
out as a successor to Trichet 
as head of the ECB later this 
year. 

That has raised concern 
that Germans could lose faith 
in the ECB's determination to 
keep inflation under control. 

Trichet did not comment 
at length on Weber's decision, 
saying only that he respected 
it. 


US lawmakers to push new Iran sanctions 



WASHINGTON (AFP) - 
Amid anti-government 
protests in Iran, a group of 
US lawmakers said they 
would introduce legislation 
aimed at tightening economic 
sanctions on the Islamic re¬ 
public. 

The measure would re¬ 
quire US companies to dis¬ 
close any of their or their 
affiliates' investments in Iran 
that violate existing US sanc¬ 


tions laws in their quarterly 
or yearly reports to the US 
Securities and Exchange 
Commission. 

The bill would also re¬ 
quire US banks to report ac¬ 
tivities by their foreign 
correspondent banks — effec¬ 
tively intermediaries able to 
do business in Iran — that 
may fall afoul of US laws. 

Democratic Senator 
Kirsten Gillibrand, Republi¬ 


can Senator Mark Kirk, Re¬ 
publican Representative Dan 
Burton and Democratic Rep¬ 
resentative Ted Deutch were 
to detail their proposal. 

But in a statement late 
Tuesday they charged that at 
least eight publicly listed 
companies, and 18 US banks 
either directly or indirectly 
invested in Iran.

A must see while on Aruba! 


The “Fontein Caves” 





Around the world, tourists do 
a lot of site-seeing. That’s the 
way they learn about other cul¬ 
tures and their histories. Aruba 
offers a great sanctuary to lay 
in the sun and get a tan, but 
there is much more to this 
small island. 

One of the island’s treas¬ 
ures are the “Fontein” caves 
located in Aruba’s National 
Park, Parke Arikok. 

Aruba has a lot of caves, 
some are small others very big, 
some are under the sea others 
above the sea, in some of them 
Indian drawings were found 
while in others only a few fos¬ 


sils. Every cave has its own 
distinct uniqueness which sets 
it apart. The “Fontein” Cave 
(fountain cave) got this name 
because there is a spring water 
source in the cave. Years ago 
when there was no tap water 
the Aruban community got 
water out of the “Fontein” 
Cave. For safety they first 
boiled the water just to be sure 
the bacteria were killed. The 
area around the cave is very 
green because of the water as 
it is not only found inside the 
cave but also outside. It’s nice 
to walk in the surrounding area 
where one can see the fishes in 


the water, birds in the trees in 
complete serenity. The 
“Fontein” Cave was made by 
the power of the sea, a little bit 
strange when you see the sea 
300 meters away from the 
cave. But Aruba has changed 
and is still changing, just like 
the whole world does. 

The “Fontein” Cave is 
formed by coral, limestone and 
minerals. When visiting the 
cave you will think it is just 
formed by rocks, but once in¬ 
side one can see how special it 
is as it changes all the time. In 
the cave there are a lot of bats, 
the long nose and long tong 
bat. 

In the “Fontein” Cave In¬ 
dian drawings were found, 
only at the beginning of the 
cave, meaning they used the 
cave only for protection 
against the weather. The draw¬ 
ings are probably made with 
iron oxide (extracted from 
coral) and from juice of the 
Brazilian tree. The rangers of 
Arikok National Park are pro¬ 
tecting the drawings really 
good, because some of them 
have been completely dam¬ 
aged by the sea wind and hu¬ 
mans. The cave is in a nature 
area, full of Aruba’s flora and 
fauna. Sometimes the rangers 
catch snakes and they put them 
for a few days in a terrarium so 
tourists can see what lives on 
Aruba. You can visit the cave 
everyday from 9:30 a.m. till 
4:15 p.m. And for the real cave 
freak, together with a ranger 
you can walk up to 250 meters 
into the cave. 

“Fontein” Cave is one of 
Aruba natural wonders and is 
well worth a visit.

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Famous Bollywood studio up 
for sale: reports 




MUMBAI,India (AFP) - One 
of Bollywood's most famous 
film studios has been put up 
for sale, reports said this week, 
with the location in line to be 
turned into a residential or 
commercial complex. 

Several newspapers said 
that the 4.5-acre (1.8-hectare) 
Filmistan Studio site in the 
Mumbai suburb of Goregaon, 
which produced hits in the 
golden age of the 1940s and 
1950s, could be sold for up to 
six billion rupees ($131 mil¬ 
lion). 

"It is a prime piece of prop¬ 
erty and we expect to get a 
good price for it," M.L. Gupta, 
vice-chairman and managing 
director of the site's joint own¬ 
ers, Kamanwala Housing Con¬ 
struction Limited, told the 
Hindustan Times newspaper. 

But he denied a deal had 
been concluded with a major 
real estate firm. 

The location began life as a 
production house set up by 
producer Shashadar Mukher- 
jee and actor Ashok Kumar in 
1943, becoming known as

Filmistan Film Production. 

It went on to make nearly 
60 hit films, including "Nagin" 
(Snake), "Anarkali", "Sha- 
heed" (Martyr) and "Shab- 
nam". 

The 14-set studio was sold 
to a mill owner in the late 
1950s and has since been 
rented out to filmmakers. 

The Times of India quoted 
sources as saying that the stu¬ 
dio's owners had decided to 
sell because it was no longer 
financially viable. 

Filmmaker Vipul Shah de¬ 
scribed the sale as an "emo¬ 
tional let-down", coming after 
two other vintage Bollywood 
studios — Kamalistan and Na- 
traj Studio — were also sold in 
recent years. 

"Every filmmaker worth his 
salt must have shot portions of 
their films, if not the entire 
movie, there. I feel sad that an¬ 
other landmark studio goes 
down," he told the Mumbai 
Mirror tabloid. 

There was no immediate 
comment from the owners 
when contacted by AFP. 


CHICAGO (AFP) - An edgy 
public radio show has revealed 
what it purports to be the secret 
recipe for Coca Cola — a for¬ 
mula which has become the 
stuff of legend after decades of 
careful marketing by one of the 
world's most recognizable 
brands. 

The recipe is supposedly 
kept in a locked vault, and 
Coke at one point had an ad¬ 
vertising campaign about the 
two top executives who knew 
the secret and couldn't fly on 
the same plane or the formula 
could be lost forever. 

"We think we may have 
found the original recipe for 
Coca Cola," said the host of 
"This American Life" Ira Glass 
in opening the hour-long pro¬ 
gram that aired over the week¬ 
end. "One of the most 
famously guarded trade secrets 
on the planet — I have it right 
here and I am going to read it 
to you and read it to the world 
and make my case for why it is 
real, despite what Coca Cola 
may say." 

The handwritten formula 
was discovered in a pharma¬ 
cist's old book of recipes and 
published in the company's 
hometown paper — the Atlanta 
Journal Constitution — in 



1979, Glass said. 

"If that seems a strange and 
random place to find this kind 
of thing, well, Coke was in¬ 
vented by a pharmacist and 
was originally sold at phar¬ 
macy soda fountains," he said. 

The book apparently origi¬ 
nally belonged to an acquain¬ 
tance of Coke's inventor, John 
Pemberton, and was then 
passed from one pharmacist to 
another before it was eventu¬ 
ally discovered by the newspa¬ 
per columnist. 

What convinced Glass is 
that the formula matched — 
and filled out — a partial recipe 
found in Coke's archives that 
also became public. 

Unfortunately, the recipe 
tastes nothing like today's 


Coke, with modem labs much 
better at simulating flavors, 
and the original recipe being 
known for tasting like fruity 
medicine. But that doesn't 
mean it's not the original 
recipe, Glass said. 

A spokesperson for Coca 
Cola insisted that its secret 
was safe. 

"The ingredients used in 
our beverages are listed on the 
product labels and many third 
parties — including 'This 
American Life' — have tried 
over time to crack the secret 
formula of Coca-Cola," 
spokeswoman Kerry Tressler 
said in an e-mail. 

"Try as they might to crack 
that formula, there tmly is only 
one "real thing." 


Rapper Tinie Tempah is big winner at 
Brit Awards 


LONDON, England (AFP) - 
Rapper Tinie Tempah has con¬ 
firmed his rise to the top of the 
British music industry by win¬ 
ning two Brit Awards at Lon¬ 
don's 02 Arena. 

The London hip-hop star, 
who scored two number-one 
hits in 2010 with singles "Pass 
Out" and "Written in the Stars" 
collected Best British Break¬ 
through Act and Best British 
Single at the biggest night of 
the UK's pop calendar. 

The singer promised he 
would toast his success in tme 
pop-star style. 

"I'm going to get really 
messed up and everyone here 
is invited," he said after the 
ceremony. "We are going to 
get really wrecked." 

The 22-year-old missed out 
on the most prestigious award 
of the night, Best British 
Album, which went to folk- 
quartet Mumford & Sons for 
their record "Sigh No More." 

"This is very bizarre, very 
strange. Thank you very much 
indeed. We are very honoured, 
very humbled," lead singer 
Marcus Mumford said. 

Tinie Tempah — real name 
Patrick Okogwu -- also lost out 
in the Best Male Artist cate¬ 
gory, which was topped by 
hip-hop and R&B artist Plan 
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B, also known as Strickland 
Banks. 

Canadian group Arcade 
Fire also won two prizes, 
claiming the Best International 
Band and Best International 
Album awards. 

The indie collective paid 
tribute to English artists New 
Order, The Clash and David 
Bowie during their acceptance 
speech. 

Recently reformed five- 
piece outfit and Brit veterans 
Take That opened up the show 
with a live performance before 
walking away with the award 
for Best British Group, 18 
years after winning their first 
Brit award. 

Robbie Williams, who re¬ 
joined the band in July last 


year, confirmed he would not 
be joining Tinie Tempah in a 
post-show blowout. 

"I can't wait to get back to 
the flat, hug the wife and have 
a cup of tea and biscuits," the 
singer said. 

The Brits ceremony has a 
reputation for controversy and 
pop-star debauchery, but the 
assembled divas and rockers 
were on their best behaviour. 

Michael Jackson's 1996 
performance of "Earth Song" 
was famously interrupted by 
Pulp singer Jarvis Cocker's 
bottom-wiggling stage inva¬ 
sion, while former deputy 
prime minister John Prescott 
had a vat of water dumped on 
him by group Chumbawamba 
in 1998. 
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Armstrong retires from cycling 



AUSTIN (AFP) - Seven-time 
Tour de France winner Lance 
Armstrong on Wednesday an¬ 
nounced his retirment from 
professional cycling at the 
age of 39. 

’’Today, I am announcing 
my retirement from profes¬ 
sional cycling in order to de¬ 
vote myself full-time to my 
family, to the fight against 
cancer and to leading the 
foundation I established be¬ 
fore I won my first Tour de 
France,” Armstrong said in a 
statement. 

”My focus now is raising 
my five children, promoting 
the mission of (his founda¬ 
tion) Livestrong, and grow¬ 
ing entrepreneurial ventures 
with our great corporate part¬ 
ners in the fight against can¬ 
cer.” 

Armstrong initially retired 


from cycling after the 2005 
Tour de France, but returned 
to competition in 2009. 

The American went on to 
finish third in the 2009 Tour 
de France and most recently 
placed 67th in the Tour Down 
Under in Australia last 
month. 

There were hopes that 
Armstrong would race in the 
May 15-22 Tour of Califor¬ 
nia, America's biggest cy¬ 
cling race after changes in the 
event's drug test programme 
opened the door for him to do 
so. 

Armstrong is the subject 
of a federal investigation in 
the United States after allega¬ 
tions of doping levelled by 
disgraced former teammate 
Floyd Landis, who was 
stripped of his 2006 Tour de 
France title for using illegal 


substances. 

But Armstrong, who was 
diagnosed with testicular can¬ 
cer at the age of 25, has never 
tested positive for perform¬ 
ance-enhancing drugs and 
has consistently denied alle¬ 
gations of doping. 

International Cycling 
Union president Pat Mc- 
Quaid dubbed Armstrong an 
’’icon” in the sport. 

"His contribution to cy¬ 
cling has been enormous, 
from both the sporting point 
of view and his personality,” 
said McQuaid, quoted by the 
BBC. 

"All sports need global 
icons and he has become a 
global icon for cycling. The 
sport of cycling has a lot to be 
thankful for because of Lance 
Armstrong.”

Silas becomes Bobcats coach on 
permanent basis 


WASHINGTON (AFP) - 
Former NBA star George 
’’The Iceman” Gervin and 
WNBA champion Katie 
Smith will travel to India this 
month to act as sports envoys 
promoting the United States 
abroad, the State Department 
said Wednesday. 

Gervin and Smith will 
visit Mumbai and New Delhi 
from February 22 to March 2 
to conduct basketball clinics 
with young Indians, meet 
university students, and take 
part in community events in 
’’underserved areas,” it said. 

A Hall of Famer, Gervin, 
who played for the San Anto¬ 
nio Spurs, is a three-time 
NBA champion and was 
voted to the NBA’s 50 Great¬ 
est Players list in 1996, it 
said. Smith is a six-time 
WNBA All-Star for the 
Washington Mystics. 

’’Sports diplomacy envoys 
build on Secretary of State 
Hillary Rodham Clinton’s vi¬ 


sion of ’smart power diplo¬ 
macy,’” the State Department 
said in a statement. 

Smart power — which har¬ 
nesses non-military aspects of 
US power like its sports, edu¬ 
cational and cultural prowess 
— is designed to ’’bring people 
together and foster greater un¬ 
derstanding among people 
and cultures,” it said. 

The State Department said 
Gervin and Smith will also 
watch the finals of the 
Mahindra NBA Challenge, 
the largest, multi-city basket¬ 
ball league in India — which 
is a joint effort by the NBA 
and Basketball Federation of 
India (BFI). 

Current and former NBA 
and WNBA players will also 
travel this year to the Do¬ 
minican Republic, Haiti, 
India, Jordan, Republic of the 
Congo, Uzbekistan, and 
Venezuela, it said. Their 
names will be released at a 
later date. 



CHARLOTTE (AFP) - Paul 
Silas, a three-time NBA 
champion player in his 11th 
season as a coach, had the in¬ 
terim tag removed from his 
coaching contract with the 
NBA’s Charlotte Bobcats on 
Wednesday. 

Just two days after Char¬ 
lotte thrashed the reigning 
NBA champions Los Angeles 
Lakers 109-89, the Bobcats 
rewarded Silas by extending 
his contract through the 
2011-2012 season and made 
him officially the fourth 


coach in team history. 

The Bobcats, owned by 
retired NBA legend Michael 
Jordan, fired coach Larry 
Brown on December 22 after 
a 9-19 start to the season. 

Silas, 67, had been out of 
the NBA for five years but re¬ 
turned to guide the Bobcats 
to a 15-13 mark since taking 
over on an interim basis, tak¬ 
ing the club to 24-32 and 
only 1 1/2 games behind In¬ 
diana for the eighth and final 
play-off spot in the Eastern 
Conference. 

The club has two victories 
over division leaders Chicago 


under Silas, who survived a 
blood-clot health scare in 2009. 

’’This team has made great 
strides in the eight weeks 
since Paul has taken over,” 
Bobcats general manager 
Rod Higgins said. ’’Under his 
leadership we have seen our 
team play with confidence, 
enthusiasm and pride. 

Silas has a career coaching 
record of 370-413 with the 
Los Angeles Clippers from 
1980-1983, Charlotte-New 
Orleans Hornets from 1999- 
2003 and Cleveland Cava¬ 
liers from 2003-2005. He 
spent 11 seasons as an NBA 
assistant coach.

Pujols, Cardinals miss deadline for 
deal extension 



JUPITER, Florida (AFP) - 
Albert Pujols and the St. 
Fouis Cardinals missed their 
Wednesday deadline to nego¬ 
tiate a new contract before 
the start of the 2011 Major 
Feague Baseball season next 
month. 

That means the 31-year- 
old Dominican slugger, a 


three-time National Feague 
Most Valuable Player, is all- 
but certain to test his value as 
a free agent after the upcom¬ 
ing campaign. 

"We are greatly disap¬ 
pointed at this outcome," 
Cardinals chairman William 
DeWitt said Wednesday. "We 
will revisit it again following 
the 2011 season, at which 
time we will again make 
every effort to keep him as a 
Cardinal." 

The Cardinals are willing 
to negotiate but Pujols does 
not want such talks to inter¬ 
fere with the new season, in 
which he will be paid 16 mil¬ 
lion dollars, one-quarter of it 
deferred. 

Dan Fozano, the agent for 
Pujols, said in a statement 


that the passing of the dead¬ 
line does not mean for certain 
that his "iconic" client will 
not be wearing a Cardinals 
uniform in 2012. 

"The expiration of today's 
deadline does not eliminate 
the possibility of Albert re¬ 
turning to the Cardinals in 
2012, but simply delays ne¬ 
gotiations until the conclu¬ 
sion of the Cardinals' 
season," he said. 

Players arrive this week 
for the start of pre-season 
training workouts. 

Pujols has played all 10 of 
his major league seasons with 
the Cardinals, becoming the 
only player in Major Feague 
Baseball history to his at least 
30 home runs in each year of 
his first decade in the league. 


Manning given franchise 
tag by Colts 



INDIANAPOFIS (AFP) - 
Four-time MVP Peyton Man¬ 
ning has been designated 
with the "franchise tag," a 
move that means no other 
National Football Feague 
team can negotiate with the 
Indianapolis Colts quarter¬ 
back. 

The tag effectively locks 
up the star quarterback for at 
least one more season while 


Manning and the Colts try to 
agree on a long-term contract 
extension. 

Indianapolis owner Jim 
Irsay announced the tag on 
his Twitter feed Tuesday. 

"We have placed the fran¬ 
chise tag on Peyton while we 
continue to negotiate a long 
term deal," Irsay wrote. 

The Colts are expected to 
offer Manning more money 
than the 72-million-dollar 
deal Tom Brady signed five 
months ago with the New 
England Patriots. 

In 13 NFF seasons, Man¬ 
ning has broken all the fran¬ 
chise's career records for 
quarterbacks and won a 
Super Bowl. He was also 
named MVP of the Super 
Bowl and has never missed a 
start.
